~~ THE DOGS OF WAR. 


Mere Than a Mere Figure of Specch In | 
Remote Times. 

The “dogs of war” Is not a mere fig: 
tre of speech. In remote times dogs 
were used for war purposes, Plutarch 
and Pliny relate many instances—i, e, 
of Agesilaus at the siege of Mantinea, 
of Cambyses tn his expedition to Egypt, 
of the king of the Geromantians in re 
gaining his throne. Aeneus (600 B. C.) 
telle of dogs that carried letters In thelr 
collars; also the Cimbrians and Teutons 
kept dogs. These, however, were fight- 
ing dogs, justly dreaded by the Romana 
soldiers, ‘ 

The Roman military author Vegetius 
reports that dogs were used In the for 
tified towers to make known by their 
barking the approach of the enemy aud 
to keep the garrisons nwake; also dure 
ing the middle ages war dogs were 
used for guarding camps and bulwarks, 
Scotch bloodhounds were speciully re- 
puted for tracking escaped prisoners, 
They were also used for attacking the 
enemy's cavalry, mutilating the’ horses 
with the prongs and hooks of theie 
couts of mail, To these couts firepots 
were attuched, which set the camps on 
fire. In the days of Granson and Mure 
ten (1476) the buttles started with a 
fight of Swiss dogs ugulnst Burguodiun 
dogs, and at Murten the Burgundian 
dogs were dismembered by their ud- 
versaries from the Alps, It Is said thut 
fer the discovery of America war 
@ogs slaughtered not less than 2,000 
§ndlans, 

The employment of dogs for fighting 
purposes continued {n modern times, 
Emperor Charles V. (15181556) re 
ceived from England 4,000 dogs as 
subsidiary forves ugainst France. At 
Valence French and Spanish dogs 
joined battle, in which the latter re- 
mained victors, As late as in the sev- 
enteenth century war dogs were used 
as scouts against the Turks, In -1822 
an assault on the Acropolis of Athens 
by the Greeka was frustrated by dogs, 
The French employed dogs in Tunis 
against Arabian tribes. In Mexico in 
1864 the dogs of the Zaccatecu volun- 
teer corps proved the most terrible nd- 
versaries of The Mexican guerrillas 
until they were got rid of by pulson, 
In the last Turko-Russtan war (1877+ 
1878) the Russians employed war dogs 
both In Europe and in Asia. The 
Austrians and Hollanders also used 
trained dogs successfully to protect 
themselves agalust being surprised by 
the enemy aud to find their adver 
saries In the Impenetrable thickets. 

Today the dog is no longer employed 
as a fighter. He Is,truined to carry 
ammunition to the battlefield, to guard 
the outposts, prevent skirmishers froin 
stealing at too close range, forward 
letters and, finally, as a satuaritan ia 
finding the wounded after a battle, , 
‘

How Macaroni Is Made. 

This iq how tnucuroni is made; Te 
very glutinous wheat four is added a 
plentiful supply of dried eggs, Mixed 
with water, this becomes a dough, 
which Is so thickly knended as to be 
difficult to impress with the fingers, 
Then {t Is carried to a round press 
perforated with boles, through which 
the dough Is pressed by weans of @ 
heavy plate worked by a screw, The 
result is inacaroul without boles in the 
sticks. Pipe macuronui is made through 
na similiar press, with the difference 
that a round piece of metal nakes the 
contral hole, As it issugs, In long, 
suaky ropes from the bottom of the 
press they are violentiy fanned to pre- 
vent them from sticking together and 
are afterward taken out tuto the opea 
and lald on long bamboo poles to dry, 
Two or three days’ cxposure in the 
warm, sunny alr of Italy makes the 


dough, pipes bard and briitle and fit 
ume for faod. ; 


A Clever Fish, 

The salmon seems to be gifted with 
mich intelligence, or “hereditary fore 
sight,” as it is occasionally called, 
which {a more particularly acute whon 
Ganger signals are abroad, says Wil- 
lium G, Harris in Field and Stream. 
They have been known, when congre 
Gated in the upper pools, to become 
frightened by poachers approaching 
them with net or spear and to imme- 
diately dash down stream to a distance 
of thirty miles in one night, not stop< 
ping until they had reached pools so 
deep that they could not be taken with 
the appliances of the poacher, ‘They 
seemed to know that if they went high- 
er up the stream their doom was sealed.

Practice it will be found very casy to 
do. “It would be well-to try it first on 
the tablecloth and then on the bottom 
of a plate.
